Mad g-senris a large jalond, separated from the 
south-eastern portlon of Afiica by the Mosam- 
biqueChannel, Itis now virtually under a French 
protectorate, although It is claimed fo Englaod 
that at least one-seventh of the islands held by 
British capltal, But the French Embassy in 
London recently an'wered « communication 
from the Consul for Madagancar In London by a 
formal statement that, officially, there fs. no 
longer such a personas a London Madagascar 
Concul, and It was added tbat the agents of 
France tn various countries represent the Hovas 
Government. 

Fatly last month the French Government 
evidently determined upon taki «g decided actlon 
in regard to M dagascar, probably believing that. 
the hends of Engla-d were Hed by the com- 
nications brought about by the war between 
China and Japan. Consequently-M. le Myre de 
Vilers was sent ona special mieslon to Mada- 
sancar, and it was understood that he was, to 
alt Intents and puroores, Instructed to demand 
the abd cation of the Goveramentiand}tof sonex 
the island to France, : :
